And they properly should. 

The rather feverish activities which ex- 
empilty a typical Fourth of July may not be 
quite what Thomas Jefferson had In mintt 
when, in wrltlnR the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, he Included the pursuit of happl- 
ne.i.'i amoriR mnn'.-; Inalienable rlpht.^. Bui It 
Is not -nnfe to a.s,nime that he would disap- 
prove, 

Jofferson, in hi,'; wisdnm. knew not only 
the Inestimable Importance of happlnes.i. but 
al.so the quality and conditions of happiness 
at its fullest. Some statesmen today would 
insl.st that the Rift of happiness, ready-made, 
prescribed and presented, wa.s an obligation 
of a paternalLstic Rovcrnment, But Jeffer- 
son knew the Inspiration and value of ihe 
que.-it Itself, nnd the brevity nf Us reward 
So he Inolsted that the pur.iult of happlne,is 
was the right of individual men. and tbnt 
Kovornmenf.'; role wa,s In prnlecl thai rlRht. 

It would be uiiderslandable If Jeffennn 
had failed to recopnlze the fundamental Im- 
portaneo of the pur.sult of hnpplne.-^. He was 
younR (33) and a radical. Fortimntely, how- 
ever, he was not like so many youoR radicals 
of a Inter day who have had the Rrlmlv 
earnest conviction that the betterment of 
man Is best achieved In an atmosphere of 
hatred, bitterness and bloodshed. 

It is equally remarkable that the continen- 
tal confircss, which established this nation 
by approvlHR Jefferson'.-; declarntinn 170 years 
ago, did not Include one dour dissenter to in- 
sist that the phrase about happlne.-w be de- 
leted. Puritan views on worldlv happlne.ss 
wore rot dead. Also. July of 1770 was not a 
happy time for Americans, The colonies were 
poor and split by dissension. And their 
for Independence wa.sn't going partlciilarly 
well. 

The minds of the continental congrcwmen 
were filled with righteous anger at the pro- 
longed and grievous Injuries of a tyrannical 
king, as their Declaration of Independence 
shows. Their thoughts must have been on a 
grim present. Yet they could remember nnd 
approve the aRclcss, endless pursuit of hap- 
piness which moves the world. 

In the past 170 years our pursuit ot happi- 
ness has often been selfish and thoughtless, 
Tet It has been a great motive force in the 
banishment of economic servitude. It has 
added untold comforts to our existence, and 
prolonged and enriched our llve^. It has 
created an ever pleasanter atmosphere In 
which the Inevitable sorrows of Individual 
man are easier to bear. 

Wc have fought wars to protect our rijtht 
to pursue happiness as well as to protect life 
and liberty. But the promise bf happiness has 
sustained men In battle. And It Is fulfilled 
today for thousands who last year faced 
death In the Pacific or. a year before, on the 
coast of Prance and the hllbs of Italy. 

July of 1948 is not In many ways a happy 
time, either. Universal doubt and discontent 
Invade the Individual peace of mind.
